BIKE LIKING BROTHERS 

I am writing to ask for your help. Recently, 
two of us Franciscans have tried to solve the 
transportation problem at the Seminary by 
asking for donations of motorcycles. We have 
contacted two willing donors but are awaiting 
final permission from our Superiors to receive 
the bikes. This is where the problem begins. 

One of the main objections the superiors 
have to-motorcycles is that they feel that 
bikes are not safe. The two of us working on 
this project hold to a different opinion. We 
believe that the street-riding of bikes is not 
inherently dangerous, provided that the 
machine is in good working order and that the 
rider is willing to learn properly, be properly 
licensed, uses good sense (not attempting to 
win the fame of a Gary Nixon on his first 
time out), and wears a helmet and faceshield. 
I have also gone to Motorcycle Underwriter’s 
Insurance Company in Chicago for some 
Statistics. We have also tried to collect as 
much information as we could from other 
sources and from the practical experience of 
bikers themselves. We have presented all of 
this to the Superiors but it has left them 
unconvinced. We need statistical help. 

We are presently working on a theory to 
present to the Superiors. We propose that the 
rate of serious accidents in the age group of 
16 to 21 is proportionately higher involving 
motorcycles than cars; the age group of 21 
and over has proportionately fewer serious 
accidents involving cycles than cars. The 
problem is, however, that we have no 
statistical proof to back up our theory. Would 
you, sir, be willing to furnish us with some 
statistics from which we can demonstrate the 
validity of our theory? I realize that this is 
putting you to a lot of time and trouble. Any 
statistics with which you could furnish us 
would be greatly appreciated.

ED NOTE: foughly, your theory is correct. 
Accidents tend to decrease for the higher age 
groups, but it seems that people continue to 
be accident prone up to the age of 25. This 
includes all vehicle operators, and not just 
motorcyclists. The National Safety Council in 
Chicago informs us that the majority of the 
motorcyclists involved in accidents are under 
the age of 25, and in 1968 over 50% of all 
motorcyclists involved in accidents were 
under 20. And contrary to the popular belief, 
motorcycles show good experience as 
compared to cars. In 1968 motorcycles 
comprised 2.1% of the total vehicles 
registered in the nation. Yet they comprised 
only 1% of the total vehicles involved in 
accidents. That means that, when compared 
with other categories of the vehicular 
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population, they had less than their fair share 
of accidents. 

But let's look at your case more 
specifically. You are not statistics, you are 
Franciscan Friars. As such, you can be 
considered responsible, careful, and 
reasonable individuals. This reflects upon 
your ability to handle a motorcycle, just as it 
does your ability to dicipline every aspect of 
your lives. Motorcycles are not inherently 
dangerous! This is a fact, and with all respect 
to your superiors, it is a fact they must 
recognize above their negative sentiments and 
attitudes as non-experts in the field of 
motorcycling. A motorcycle is as safe as its 
Operator, so unless your superiors have 
misgivings about your emotional stability and 
manual dexterity, they should have no 
worries about your operation of a 
motorcycle. So they can put aside the safety 
argument. 

Once this argument is dispensed with, it is 
time to look at the positive aspects. A 
motorcycle is small, making it convenient to 
store and park. It is economical, and this is a 
fact that should impress any non-profit 
organization. It is respectable, just as those 
who ride are respectable. And it is healthy. 
Above and beyond the motorcycie’s 
transportational value, there is nothing more 
invigorating and inspiring than a short ride on 
a summer evening or brisk autumn morning. 
Only those who have never ridden a 
motorcycle are unaware of its contribution to 
a sound body and tranquil mind.

When 
I mentioned this to Jim and his father, 
they stated that it was a new model and 
this is the way the baffle is made. Not 
being familiar with this particular baffle, 
I made a note on my report sheetfor Mr, 
Cooley to check this with U.S, Suzuki and

self had also checked into this and ob- 
tained the same results) the suspension 
was immediately lifted,

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SALINAS, CAL, AUG, 24 — ‘‘The Salinas Elks are number one in California, thanks 
to the Ramblers Motorcycle Club,” said publicist Joe Johnston, Over the years the 
Salinas Elks Club donated $100,000 to the fight against cerebral palsy. Most of the 
money was raised through co-sponsoring the annual Salinas Rodeo Fairgrounds 
Scrambles along with the local Ramblers M.C,*‘A lot of handicapped kids owe their 
lives to the motorcycle racer,” Johnston concludes. 

This year 689 riders lined up in front of the pit gate before dawn, their vans and 
pickups, cars and trailers stretching around the fairgrounds for nearly a mile, Pre- 
liminary races began at 11 a.m. and weren’t completed until nearly 4 o‘clock, Then 
came the mains, 

Cut to 4 laps each because of the huge entry, the main events all resembled 
gigantic trophy dashes as the cream of California’s District 35 and 36 competitors 
screamed around the smooth, 9/10 mile, two-jump TT track. A crowd estimated at 
5,000 got their dessert first as 19 sidehacks led off the post-intermission program, 
Dave (Crash) Roesch and Terry Benge of Tujunga and Glendale, Calif, far outclassed 
the three-wheeled competition with their H-D rig, But Northern Californians Richard 
Brown and Dick Baton brought their 500cc Matchless unit in for first ‘‘lightweight’’ 
honors, 

Then Allen (BSA) Kenyon and Rick (Tri) Otto met to do battle in the 650 Expert 
Main, Kenyon had won the giant perpetual trophy last year and Otto owned it the year 
before. This time in was the blue-clad Kenyonand his silver bike in front all the way, 
with Otto riding almost tandem on the slick, narrow groove. 

Local boys made good in three classes, to the roaring delight of the hometown 
partisans, Gary Smart, riding a motocross Montesa cappra-tured the 500 Amateur 
main, another Montesa with Steve Pestrone aboard nabbed the 250 Amateur and Ivan

turn two and remounted to finish dead last. It was one that Salinas fans will argue for 
months to come, 

Fleshing out a program that offered something for everyone, the wheelie contest 
was a close battle between Russ Powell (BSA Victor) and Gary Dillard(Honda), First 
Powell rode the rear wheel the length of the straightaway and halfway around turn 
one, Then Dillard topped it with a trip 3/4 of the way through the turn, Powell re- 
mounted and unicycled nearly all the way around the turn and Dillard nearly matched 
it. 

Every year the Salinas Scramblers grows a good deal bigger and the track and 
officiating gets just that much better, Next year the Elks have announced that ‘‘Wide 
World of Sports’’ will cover the event.

Cops, Angels and the boys 
arrive at the same time and the club is 
given an escort to the county line. 

But all is not well back at the ranch, 
Angered at being called out on a false 
alarm Sonny tells the outriders to split. 
This they do, 


According to their plan, dirt bikes 





From movie villains to movie stars, 
from ‘‘hogs’’ to ‘‘tacos’’, from outlaws 
to vigilantes; is the world ready for the 
Hell’s Angels? Probably not, but the 
Angels are ready for the world and they 
make all these transitions plus the most 
important one to the business end of the 
movie world by co-writing, co-producing 
and co-starring in the cheerful fantasy 
«Hell’s Angels, ‘69. 

Paradoxically, this film is the least 
violent and the most humorous of all the 
flood of cycle movies. It should have had 
a G rating instead of M, Any night’s TV 
is more harmful for the kiddies. There 
are no closeups of violence, no straw- 
berry jam smeared on the glass, no 
strong loves or hates, just a whopping 
good yarn of avery improbable situation, 

The plot concerns two bored rich boys, 
well played by Tom Stern and Jeremy 
Slate, who have nothing better to do than 
rob Caesar’s Palace in Las Vegas...just 
for kicks, Being bright boys, they plot 
the perfect and wildest way to commit 
the ‘crime’; by joining the Hell’s An- 
gels for a run and letting the club cover 


citizen didn’t suffer too greatly.) Had 
they put this much energy into some 
constructive endeavor they might have 
become Governor of California. 

Getting themselves accepted by the 
club involves some good natured rough- 
housing, reminiscent of boys on a school 
playground (called violence in the ad- 
vertisements) after whcih they convince 
the Angels that Vegas is preferable to 
Big Bear for the run, It is highly unlike- 
ly that any newcomer could influence the 
club as much as these two or that Sonny 
Barger wouldn’t know that the Salem 
Witches were less than real, but as was 
said, this is an improbable yarn. 

Once in Vegas, or on a ranch near 
Vegas, they feign boredom with the rustic 
life (riding a cow, for example) and 
propose to sojourn at Caesar’s Palace, 
The Angels are properly startled at the 
idea of a motorcycle outlaw registering 
at Caesar’s Palace and wager on their 
success, Of course the boys know ropes 
that the club doesn’t and, armed with a 
confirmed reservation, they arrive in 
great style on their choppers. 


were waiting at a friendly nearby dealer. 
Leaving their choppers in front of the 
shop, they take off on a Triumph Bultaco 
for a Sunday desert ride. 

The Angels, by now apprised by the 
Sheriff (who seems to be an old friend) 
that they have been used for the getaway, 
decide to “get them ourselves” and are 
in hot pursuit, Spotting the choppers they 
converge on the same friendly nearby 
dealer and exchange their bikes for 
buzzing Bultacos, informing the pro- 
prietors, “You just went into the rental 
business,..in a big way.” 

Away they all roar through the sage- 
brush and the cactus, One almost ex- 
pects them to pick up a mark at the 
next checkpoint. 

The police, not to be outdone, order 
every available helicopter into the search 
and apprently come up with one, which 
valiantly takes off to search the Mojave 
for everyone else. 

When Angels catch up with the thieves 
there is a spectacular stunt scene by 
Joe Hooker, some poetic justice and 
room for your imagination, 





Sonny Barger is very good as Sonny 
Barger, Terry the Tramp, poet laureate 
of the Oakland. club, is equally good as 
himself. Skip, Ting, Magoo, Winston, 
Tommy, and other members pop in and 
out of the picture, playing themselves 
with style and humor, They improved 
the film, It would have been nice to have 
them and the Oakland ‘ʻold ladies” in 
the picture more, The club attracts 
some of the nicest and best looking girls 
outside of Hollywood. 

Stunt work for the movie was per- 
formed by Bud Ekins, Jerry Randall, 
and Eddie Mulder in addition to Joe 
Hooker, Dirt riding was done by the 
Angels themselves and by the View- 
finders M.C. Photography is good, the 
direction holds the parts together well 
and much of the dialog was improvised 
on the spot (You can tell what wasn’t), 
The movie is better for so much impro- 
visation, It is, in fact, avery good movie. 
It isn’t a great movie for the same rea- 
son that none of the motorcycle movies 
so far has been great, We have not yet 
seen a movie about human beings who 
happen to ride motorcycles, 

But ‘‘Hell’s Angels, ‘69’’ is a good 
movie..,a pleasant trip to a never-never 
land and that’s what entertainment is 
really all about. 

A great movie potential is beginning 
to emerge. The motorcycle as aninstru- 
ment of violence is giving away to reality. 
The motorcycle is fun, No matter how 
you frame it it is fun. It is lightness and 
joy and freedom, Motorcycle people know 
this, And to the extent that they controla 
movie this quality comes through, It is 
this, not the strawberry jam and closeup 
violence which has made a raft of 
mediocre-to-lousy motorcycle movies 
as popular as they have been. The Hell’s 
Angels, contrary to ads and images, 
bring this quality through abundantly in 
this film, Vengeance takes a back seat 
to the fun of riding a cycle through the 
clean desert air.

If the motorcycle industry ever got 
itself togethèr and decided that itneeded 
a public relations man the first person 
offered the job should be Larry Louis. 

“Pye heard them talk about public 
relations”? Larry says, “but there is 
nothing to it. All you have to do is get 
out there and work. Pve had had 150 
riders on their motorcycles lined up to 
give blood in front of the Red Cross with 
the L.A. Times there taking pictures.” 

The blood donation gathering was part 
of “Operation Motorcycle”, a project 
that Louis spearheaded for several years 
during the 1950’s and early ‘60s. Many 
people remember the big “OM” posters, 
benefit races and all the other promotion 
that Larry got up for the cause, 

It started in 1958 when Larry learned 
that Marvin W. armour was dying of 
leukemia and needed 100 pints of blood 
to live, Armour was a charter member 
of the Jackrabbits M.C., a club that Louis 
founded. 

Larry organized a blood donation party 
with guest speakers, racing movies and 
refreshments provided by bike riders and 
their wives, Most of the 120 present 
came by car and many brought the whole 
family. By the next morning O.M. had its 
first 100 pints of blood but the local press 
saw a chance to sell some yellow pages. 

The paper raved: ‘‘500 motorcyclists 
roared into the city and 250 lawefnorce- 
ment officers turned out to keep them 
under control.” Incensed, Larry got on 
the phone and explained to L.A, Times 
columnist, Paul Coates just how differ- 
ent the facts were from what had been 
printed, Coates straightened things out 
in his column the next day and since that 
time Louis has arranged for 38 major 
metropolitan newspaper stories about 
Operation Motorcycle or motorcycles in 
general. He saw to it that all these were 
favorable, you can be sure, 


i¢@ BILL KRAUSE'S 
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The Long Beach Press Telegram quot- 
ed Larry Louis in 1958 when he was 45, 
“I just got sick of hearing how motor- 
cyclists were a bunch of hooligans, So I 
started this thing and I’m going to build 
it through the whole U.S. to prove the 
motor riders are good people— real good 
people.” 

Hundreds of people benefitted from 
the blood donated by OM. More than once 
children or adults facing open heart 
surgery or emergency situations owed a 
debit of gratitude to the motorcycling 
fraternity. 

Along with promoting the sport to the 
public, Larry was active in early sports- 
man competition in the area, Louiscame 
to California in 1920 and owned his first 
motorcycle, a 61’? H-D J model, in 1925, 
«I never set the world on fire in motor- 
cycling racing but I was one of the best 
dirt riders.’ Larry says. 

For the first of his six Big Bear Runs 
Larry rode a 45” Indian Scout 101. That 
was in 1947. In 1949 he rode an Ariel 
Square Four in the grueling Greenhorn 
Enduro, Louis says that he is the man 
that first put side hacks on ‘‘Limey’’ 
machines for the dirt. With a chair 
mounted on a Triumph Trophy Bird he 
won the hack class in the Cactus Derby 
one year, ‘‘That was in 1950 or 51’’ he 
says, ‘‘That year we blew off 18 hogs. 

After most people were riding light 
English bikes in the desert Larry took 
a H-D 74 back out. ‘‘Just to show them 
that it could be done.’ Answering about 
big Harleys with slick front tires in the 
desert, Larry said: ‘‘All you needed was 
muscles...and I had them.’’ 

Louis has overflowing scrapbooks pic- 
turing the great men and machines of the 
early days of California dirt competition, 

One story of his is about the 1949 
Riverside Rally. The competition here

was a field meet with stake races, pas- 
senger pick up and other events, There 
were hundreds of entries and the racing 
went far into the night. At 2 a.m., after 
running off a tie for second place several 
times, the winners lined up with their 
trophies, Winner was Aub Le Bard of 
BSA fame. Larry was second and well 
known Nick Nicholson finished third, 


Louis was taken ill in 1959 and turned 
over Operation Motorcycle to the Road 
Rider’s Committee in 1961, Larry is 
fully recovered now and operates a 
thriving Richfield station at Long Beach 
Blvd. and Artesia in Long Beach, Calif, 

Looking back over the years, Larry 
says, ‘If ever there was a motorcycle 
nut I was it...1 still am for that matter,’

Take a friend to a motorcycle 
event this weekend. 
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By Roy Baumgardner 


Four cylinder Hondas are now avail- 
able so I borrowed one and took it toa 
nearby road race course to wring it out 
on the track. This was to evaluate the 
machine for either serious out and out 
grand prix racing, or production racing, 

I rode it all the way to the course on 
expressways, interstate highways, 
through some nice little towns, and on 
blacktop back roads, It handled beauti- 
fully on all of these, The machine was 
stock with 1,600 miles on it, The com- 
pression ratio on these machine could be 
jacked a lot higher, and the cam is ex- 
tremely mild, having a power band from 
2,000 rpm to about 9,000, So you cansee 
what kind of horsepower you could get if 
you had a rev range that fell from say, 
8,000 to 10,500 rpm. For serious racing, 
the machine really has potential and be- 
fore long you will see models with the 
alternator removed, and the fly wheel 
cut, big valves, etc, With just some of 
these modifications, horsepower will 
be fantastic, 

We safety wired the drain plugs and 
checked the tire pressures, I tried three 
pounds above normal for the tires, Side 
stand and center stand were removed and 
all lights taped up. Mirrors were also 
taped, I think Honda planned for another 
disc on the right hand side of the front 
wheel, One could be put in there readily. 
The front wheel disc brake is wonderful, 
and shows no sign of fade even though 
reaching temperatures of between 150 to 
180 degrees. The oil in the oil tank also 
reaches these high temperatures, 

The new tires are a special soft com- 
pound and grip very well, probably the 
best stock tires of all, Handling is very 
similar to the Norton 750 with the 
featherbed frame, like the Manxman. 
The high speed straight line handling 
was superior to my Manx, The Honda 
will definitely outbrake my Manx, Though 
suspension feels firm on the road, the 
rear is too soft for racing, andchops too 
much on bumpy turns, This is easily

corrected, Gear box ratios are very good 
just as they are, and this is important 
because in production racing, they may 
not be changed. Because the clutch is 
spun at such a high rpm, the engine does 
not have to be blipped to downshift. This 
alone is good for a few seconds per lap, 

I did run into one serious problem, 

Touching the red line in fourth gear go- 
ing through a bumpy section of the 
straight, the machine will hop out of 
fourth gear, Triumph used to have this 
same problem years ago, so do many 
other bikes, This is usually cured by 
fitting a stronger gear-retaining spring, 
The first time it hopped out of gear like 
this and drastically overrevved, I figured 
we had a problem, basketful of junk. But 
Honda designed the top end of this engine 
very much like their wonderful 305 
Hawk, and instead of putting all the valves 
through the pistons, you just get a lot of 
sounds of valve lash and clatter, 

This machine is definitely going to have 

a far-ranging effect on both production 
racing, and out and out grand prix rac- 
ing. Because of its heavy weight, it’s 
going to be easy pickings on short cor- 
ners for Yamaha 350’s, But it’s going to 
be right at home on the faster courses 
like Canada’s Harewood and Mosport, 
There its superior acceleration and top 
speed can be put to workandits superior 
braking will get it out of most tight spots, 
In full race trim with a fairing, top 
speeds are going to be right around 150 
to 160 miles per hour. At sea level much 
higher, possibly 170. When there’s 
enough of them available so many people 
can be racing them seriously, a lot of 
teething problems pop up will be licked 
as time goes by and then watch out. Also, 
it won’t be long before someone makesa 
short wheel base, super light frame 
available and this will probably be the 
answer to the short courses, 

,The tires showed a beautiful wear 
pattern after a few laps, The engine 
showed no sign of oil leaks, and due to 
the smoothness of the 4 cylinders, noth- 
ing shook loose, or broke,

Michael Parks

An hour-long weekly television show, 
**.,.Then Came Bronson,’’ dramatizes 
cyclist Bronson inadventures throughout 
the nation, The drama will be a pre- 
sentation of the NBC Television Net- 
work, making its debut on Wednesday 
evening, Sept, 17 infull color(10-11p,.m. 
PDT-EDT, 9-10 p.m. CDT), 

Michael Parks has the starring role 
as Bronson, In each episode he will reach 
a new destination in his motorcycle 
odyssey across the length and breadth 
of the land, 





Parks 


Each episode will déal with Bronson’s 
involvement with the people he en- 
counters, In one way or another, the 
result of having encountered them will 
affect their lives, 

Parks is well equipped for the title 
role as Bronson; He is a competent and 
highly experienced motorcyclist, with 
one bike for daily filming, and one as a 
spare, and a third that is used for the 
punishment required in stunt scenes, 

This new color TV show is being shot 
entirely on location all over the country, 
with filming crews on the road for as 
long as six months, 

To facilitate photography a special 
motorcycle with a sidecar has a camera 
mount that enables the camera operator 
to keep pace with Parks as he rides 
his motorcycle. 


Bronson in a way is a throwback tothe 
young adventurer of 100 years ago who 
set out on horseback to seek new hori- 
zons, see the land, meet new pople, and 
find new experiences in living. 

Yet he’s also a modern man in tune 
with the times, He’s not a dropout, He 
just feels there’s a lot of living to be 
done that isn’t possible in a job that ties 
him to one place and the same daily 
routine, 

Bronson’s mode of travel is his motor- 
cycle which is almost a part of him. 
IVI take him to some of the nation’s 
most scenic places. Under consideration 
are such areas as the Redwood Empire, 
the Rockies, the Sierra Nevadas, and the 
Florida Everglades. 

The company of 50 to 60 people is 
expected to be on the road for up to six 
months without a break, 

In the series the title character, por- 
trayed by Michael Parks, quits his job 
as a newspaper reporter ‘‘just to take 
off,” to have new experiences and ad- 
ventures in living and to meetnew people, 

Parks was born in Corona, Calif,, but 
by the time he was 15 he had left home 
and was on his own, 

Actually ‘‘*home’’ had not been any one 
spot in his growing years, When truck- 
driving jobs were scarce for his father, 
the entire family (including a brother and 
three sisters) pitched in on odd jobs, 
The family was constantly on the move 
and often the living quarters were catch- 
as-catch can, 

After Parks left home he did complete 
high school in Sacramento, Calif, By that 
time he had attended 21 schools, Healso 
spent brief periods at junior colleges. 

Mainly, however, Michael criss- 
crossed the state working at various 
jobs — truck driver, fire fighter, casket 
upholsterer, and farm hand, 

Both sports and acting interested him 
and it was a little theatre performance 
that finally started him on his way as 
an actor, 

Despite Parks' success in Hollywood, 
he, like Bronson, dropped his career for 
a time in 1966. Like Bronson, he wasn't 
running away but wanted to ezperience 
life on a different side of the coin for 
awhile, 

Like Bronson, Parks is also anexpert 
motorcycle rider, Durihg the filming of

GARDENA, CAL., Aug, 22, 1969 - Two 
weeks ago Mel Lacher blew a main event 
win to rookie Tom Rockwood coming out 
of the last turn on the final lap of the ‘‘A’’ 
main event, 

This past Friday Mel made sure he did 
not make the same mistake twice. He 
also had a slight first lap assist from 
Lloyd Houchins. 

Lacher was hot from the start with a 
fast time posting that was faster than 
most with room to spare, Lacher -ten 
went out and won his head race and add- 
ed to it by scorching around the oval on 
his Harley with two laps in the twenty- 
two second bracket, Anytime any rider 
tours Ascot in 22 seconds he is scorching 
something. 

Houchins, who jumped from BSA to 
Triumph for the first time this year, 
came on to win his heat race after post- 
ing second fast time behind Lacher in 
time trials. 

The final heat race was the yell and 
scream event of the night with Tom Rock- 
wood waiting until the final turn to pass 
on the outside and ride in for the heat 
race win,

Lacher, Rockwood and Houchins then 
met fro the first time during the nightin 
the Trophy Dash. The three hit the first 
turn as one rider with Mel scooting to 
the inside and getting to the back chute 
in front, He picked up his second straight 
Dash win and No. 8 for the season,

The 15 lap final lined up for what was a 
near repeatfrom the week before, Lacher 
vs. Rockwood. Veteran vs, rookie and 
Harley 750 vs, BSA 500. 

Shorty Seabourne did notfigure into the 
picture too strongly as he had sailed 
over the highside earlier in the evening 
when Lacher broadsided him twice in the 
heat race. Shorty was bruised and the 
machine was bent, especially around the 
fork section. This did not keep him from 
coming from last to win one of the Semi- 
Main events. 

Lacher, Houchins and Rockwood again 
hit the first turn as on rider, Houchins 
fell off in front of Rockwood coming out 
of the North turn on the first lap of the 
final. It was just enough edge that Lac- 
her needed to build a good enought lead 
to keep him from getting passed and beat- 
en by the first year expert, Rockwood, 

It was Lacher’s first main event win 
since last May and again he turned many 
quick laps. Rockwood was a second all 
the way with the race for third finding 
no less than four different riders in the 
show spot before the checkered flag. 

Rookie Dave Smith, a two time winner 
on a Norton 750, showed up on a BSA 
500 to come from far back to overtake 
Seabourne and Ralph White for the posi- 
tion on the final two laps. Seabourne 
grabbed off fourth with White, who took 
over the Houchins BSA ride, coming in 
for fifth in his second appearance this 
year, So once again it was a 750cc H-D 


ongwith and Don (135r) Emde fought it out in their heat race but it was all Emde in 






leading five 500cc machines across the 
line at the Ascot half mile. The battle 
of the bigger bore rigs against the smal- 
ler singles goes again next Friday night, 

Ascot is coming up with more and more 
rookie faces to challenge the long time 
experts as the battle for the national 
half mile title on Saturday night, Oct. 
4th gets closer and closer, 

Down in the novice 250cc lightweight 
ranks it was again the West’s top three 
riders, Freddie Edwards, Don Emdeand 
John Hateley doing their stuff. 

All three won their elimination heats to 
advance to the reagular program. There 
Edwards beat Hateley with Emde winning 
his heat race. 

Then Emde, who is fast shaping up as 
perhaps the best all around novice in the 
nation this year, really pulled out the 
stops to hold off Edwards and little John 
for his third straight main event win, 

Edwards was extended by Hateley right 
down to the finish to hold second place. 
Emde continues to close the point gap 
on Edwards each week in a point battle 
that could be decided on the final night 
of the season, 

Emde has nine novice main event wins 
this year, Edwards five and Hateley five. 
Only one other novice, Randy Ellis, has 
been able to break the hold on these three 
riders, He has a single main event vic- 
tory. He finished fourth Friday night,

PART TWO 
Continued from last week 
Speaking of cost you can pick your own 
level from real class to camping out 
every night. I never got even near the 
real class type but really worked out on 
the other end of the scale. The most ex- 
pensive and only hotel I stopped in cost 
$1 for the night. It was over a restaurant 
in a very small village high in the Rif 
Mts,, just the word hotel scrawled on the 
wall and an arrow pointing to the door, 
It was clean and dry and since the weath- 
er had turned to a really bitter coldplus 
fog, sleet and rain I chose it over camp- 
ing out, A good meal of chicken, rice, 
bread and tea in the restaurant cost 55¢. 
They had me bring the bike right into the 
cafe for the night to be safe, 


40¢ A NIGHT 

The rest of the time I either camped 
out or stayed at a youth hostel. There 
are not a lot of Y.H, in the country but 
most big cities have one inor near them. 
The job is to find it as they don’t usually 
go in for signs. They cost 40¢a night and 
are not at all fancy but have facilities and 
a soft bed. These are the places where 
you meet people from all over the world 
and find out what’s going on where. The 
camping places arealsoall grades, some 
with swimming pools and others with 
just a water tap and toilet. One word 
about Morocco toilets, don’t plan on 
sitting down, they are the hole in the 
floor kind, In areas where there were no 
camping places I went to the local police 
hotel (that’s what they call their station 
house) and they would let me sleep near 
them, This was just for safety reasons 
as I was told it was a good idea, other- 
wise they were a poor place to sleep, I 
met two young men from Spokane who 
had bought mopeds in Switzerland and 
planned to continue on across North 
Africa, As their range was cut down by 
the slow speed of the bikes they camped 
wherever they were when it got darkand 
had no trouble. 

INDUSTRIOUS CANADIAN 

I met and saw a lot of hitchhikers, in- 
cluding one from Canada who was just 
lying in the grass enjoying the sun and 
would hold up his thumb if he heard 
something coming. It is a —* country 
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for hitching and many people get long 
fast rides, That is if they canput up with 
the Moroc driver. Up until a few years 
ago they didn’t need a license and even 
now it’s just paper work, 

The Moroccans themselves are avery 
confusing bunch of people, but very in- 
teresting and friendly. I should start out 
with a few words about little boys. The 
first night in the country I had topark the 
bike near the street, a young Moroc told 
me to be sure and take everything off the 
bikes as little boys might steal some- 
thing, not older men but just the little 
boys, I heard this often, (even from 
little boys) but never had a thing stolen, 
Wherever the bike was parked it would 
attract a large crowd of little boys and 
always an older boy or man would soon 
try to chase them away, it didn’t work 
though as they never went far. These 
kids were helpful at times but they 
usually just stood and stared. In some 
parts of the country the kids always ask 
for money right away, 

KIDS DO THE FUNNIEST THINGS 

I found out that enough kids could also 
be dangerous, Each big city has an old 
section or medina, Mostly poor people 
live in it but also all the markets or 
souks are found hidden in the narrow 
winding streets, After wandering through 
the shops I found myself on the wrong 
side of the medina just at dark and tried 
to cut across one corner, I soon hada 
crowd of 20 or 30 little boys around me 
all trying to guide me down a darkalley. 
Much pushing and asking for money, The 
ones up close then tried to reachintomy 
pockets, the others on the outside just 
threw little stones. I quickly got to where 
there were some older people who chased 
them away, no harm was done except to 
ego and I learned a good lesson, 

Most of the people are very friendly, 
some days I would about wear my arm 
out waving back at people on the road- 
side, Almost anywhere you go you see 
people’on the roadside, Almostanywhere 
you go you see people even if you don’t 
see their houses. One of the big past- 
times is herding sheep or goats or 
cattle. Even if it is only 1 or 2 animals 
a is someone — ee 


sure they stay off the road. Travelers 
use a variety of transportation, foot, 
bicycle, mo-ped, donkey, mule, horse, 
two wheel cart, tractor and 2 few other 
odd things, Of course if a man and his 
wife are going someplace and they have 
only one donkey or mule she walks! A 
real sight to see is an arab chief in his 
white robes and turban riding his big 
Arabian stallion, looks very impressive,

The oranges came in handy with all 
these people on the roads, I could stop 
about any place, get off the bike and 
start peeling an orange, Before I was 
done someone would come walking or 
riding by. I would offer them part of the 
orange and then in a few minutes talking 
and sign language we would go through 
all the French I know, It was a good way 
to meet people but the only problem was 
they all knew French and Arabic and 
thought I should know more than just 
English, 

In the cities it was hard to tell who was 
friendly and who was after your money. 
Generally anyone who came up to you 
and spoke English wanted to be a guide 
for a “small” price, Either that or they 
had something to sell, In smaller towns 
this is not true and a person may want 
to talk to you just to practice his English 
and be friendly, A young school teacher 
invited me into his home just for this 
reason, I had the best meal of the whole 
trip then, By the way, in Morocco they 
remove their shoes in the house and eat 
with their fingers. 

“HAVE A SNAIL, BUD?” 


As far as food and water go I ate and 
drank anything and anywhere without 
getting sick, I do have a strong stomach. 
There is a wide variety of local dishes 
that are very good but if youare the type 
that worries about how well the dish- 
washer does his job you should stay away 
from te small cafes and sidewalk food 
stands, I had a very good meal of snails 
at one of th. ¢ stands, I had never had 
them before. 

The man had a big pot full of snails in 
a sort of broth and as he offered me one

on a wire and cooked over a charcoal 
fire. You can buy them by the wire and 
for 20¢ you get 4 wires andalarge piece 
of bread, Some places are real free with 
the pepper when cooking so you have to 
be careful, 

The best thing Moroc has going for 
him in the line of drinking has tobe their 
mint tea, It’s made with a lot of mint 
leaves, a lot of sugar, a little tea and 
some boiling water. You drink it hot and 
even in the hot weather it tasted great, 
There are lots and lots of grocery stores 
from the big central market places down 
to the sidewalk stand, Most vegetables 
are the same as you see in the States 
and are usually fresh, and always cheap. 
My staple food, the organge, cost about 
5¢ per kilo (2 Ibs.) which has to be a 


If you camp out and cook your own 
meals it costs well under a dollar a day. 
You will find feeding the cycle the big 
expense, Gas is 15¢ to 20¢ per liter and 
came to just over $20 for the 1600 miles. 

HIPPIE HAVEN 

When I say I only covered 1600 miles 
in three weeks you can see that I didn’t 
push it too hard, Morocco is a great 
country for bike riding but it is alsoa 
nice place to just lie around in the sun, 
watch people and explore (on foot) the 
towns, People watching is great because 
that is about the weirdest crowd you will 
see outside the hippie area of San Fran- 
cisco, Because of the prevalence of drugs 
the country has that certain attraction 
that draws the odd types, not just Ameri- 
cans but from all countries, 

All cities of any size have a medina 
and it usually takes at least a day to ex- 
plore it properly and see all the shops. 
This is the home of the family size 
manufacturing plant and they make 
everything, Each trade has its own area 
and to see them all is a real job, Some, 
like the one in Fes, are very compli- 
cated and you will need a guide the first 
time, The word to remember when buy- 
ing is BARGAIN,

COSTA MESA, CAL,, August 22, 1969 — 
After a layoff since the night of July 4th, 
Steve Bast came back with a bang at 
Costa Mesa. He finished an unimpressive 
third on his handicap heat and semi, but 
this was with a fifty yard handicap, He 
then proceeded tograban easy win inhis 
scratch heat, 

It was a great night for the Rick Woods 
fans as Rick was again on his way to cop 
a grand slam ashe stormed from the fifty 
yard Handicap line to win both his heat 
and semi and then win his scratch heat, 

After the intermission, a scheduled 
match race between Woods and Bast 
handed Rick his first defeat of the night, 
There was still hope in the hearts of the 
Rick Woods fan club as he came back to 
win his scratch semi as the match races 
are only two laps, his loss to Bast would 
not keep him from being the first grand 
slam winner (winning both handicap and 
scratch heats, semis and main events) 
but the only fly in the ointment was that 
Bast had also qualified for both main 
events. 

As they lined up for the Handicap main 
event, Rick and Steve were side by side 
back on the fifty-yard line; right ahead 
of them on theforty-yard marker was the 
Great Bear Racing Teams favorite son,

Larry Heinselman who had already prov- 
en early in the season that he had what it 
takes to win the handicap, To make mat- 
ters worse, up on the thirty-yard line 
was Steve Scott who had taken the win in 
this one the week before, Ahead on the 
10 yard line was Jim Gresham, alwaysa 
formidable opponent and beside him, 
John Fishburn who had finished second to 
Scott the previous week, With this line- 
up you could understand the ripple of 
excitement that surged through the stands 
as the riders assumed their positions 
on their respective handicap lines, Into 
the first corner, it was Fishburn taking 
the lead with Larry Heinselman right on 
his rear wheel and then Heinselman 
moved under Fishburn and just as sud- 
denly as ifhe came out of nowhere, Woods 
was under Fishburn and into the second 
spot and giving it everything he had to 
catch Heinselman, As Woods moved up on 
Larry, Steve Bast worked into the third 
slot behind Woods but every eye in the 
stands was on the battle for the lead as 
Woods rapidly narrowed the distance be 
tween himself and Heinselman, The roar 
of the crowd could be heard in Los An- 
geles as they came down the back straight 
on the third lap and Woods powered past 
Heinselman and dove into the corner in 
the lead, It looked like it was allover but 
the shouting and the crowd was doing 
more than its share of that when all at

once the shouts turned to groans as the 
unexpected happened, As Rick gave itfull 
throttle to come out of the corner, he got 
some good traction and lifted the front 
wheel up and almost lost it as he had to 
shut the throttle down to save itand Larry 
took advantage of this to take the lead 
back, The fans were the real winners and 
they let them know it as both riders 
received a standing ovation from the 
crowd as they passed on their way to 
the pits, 

The line-up for the Scratch main was 
Steve Bast, Swede Savage, Rick Woods 
and Steve Scott, a top line-up in any- 
body’s race.When thésstarting gate went 
up, it was Bast and Woods into the cor- 
ner, bumping elbows all the way and 
coming out the same way. Down the back 


straight and into the next corner it look- 
ed like they were lashed together and as 
they came out of the second corner, it 
appeared that Woods was really deter- 
mined as he pulled ahead by afewinches, 
These few inches were all he needed as, 
he set up for the next corner and really 
stormed through it leaving Bast dodging 
the rooster-tail of track surface thrown 
up by his rear wheel, Swede Savage was 
back in third spot with no competitionas 
Steve Scott had lost it in the corner and 
was out, Woods took the checkered flag 
with a good lead over Bast, butagain Lady 
Luck had cheated him out of the big one, 
but as the riders all say, ‘‘wait till 
next week,”

As the flag was dropped for the trophy 
dash, Woods shot to the lead like he was 
JATO assisted and Steve Bast was right 
behind him, Steve was able to pull up to 
Rick but that was all as Woods was 
doing everything right and got the kiss 
from the lovely trophy girl. 

The crash in the C main took out two 
of the riders but left no doubt as to the 
winner. Jim Anderson led it from the 
start and although Stu Morley was giving 
it everything he had, he couldn’t move up 
and after they slowed down for the red 
flag, Stu didn’t have much choice but to 
settle for a second, 

The B main was the big one for the 
Great Bear Racing Team, Young Les 


Chanky was able to take the lead but the 
fair-haired boy of the Great Bear team, 
Larry Heinselman soon pulled in under 
him and as he did, Chanky drifted to the 
outside and gave Jim Gresham a chance 
to move up beside Chanky, As they ac- 
celerated down the straightaway, it was 
Gresham and Chanky side by side with 
John Carter pulling abreast of both of 
them on the outside. As they went into 
the corner, Gresham’s engine blew up 
and it straightened him up and Chanky 
straightened up to miss him and Carter 
stood his up to miss Chanky with the net 
result being that Chanky and Carter went 
off the end of the track, Chanky was able 
to stay upright and re-enter the course 
to finish with a second but Carter had 
hooked his wheel on Chanky’s machine 
and spilled quite hard after leaving the 
track, Heinselman missed this entangle- 
ment and went on to win easily. 


Not to be outdone by teammate Hein- 
selman, Paul Conserriere grabbed the 
lead in the A main and it looked for all 
the world like he might possibly hold it 
soft berm and lost it, leaving the lead to 
soft berm and lost it, leaving eh lead to 
Nutter who then proceeded to come on 
like gangbusters.

Every- 
one was fighting for second place, but 
Doyle Fields, #9, on a new Sonic-Weld 
lightweight Triumph came up from the 
middle of the pack to grab second spot, 
Chuck Randman, #28, pulled in next on 
his CZ taking first Amateur gold. Steve

The 100cc Amateur-Experts were up 
next and the hard charging Terry Clark, 
#6, grabbed anearly lead, with Jack Mor- 
gan, #1, running second, both on Hodakas.

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Barry Briggs Wins British 
Speedway Championship

LONDON, ENGLAND August 5th — New 
Zealand ace Barry Briggs carried off the 
1969 British speedway championship at 
West Ham stadium, London on Tuesday, 
August 5. 

Briggs scored an immaculate fifteen 
point maximum to down fifteen other 
world class performers from England, 
Scotland, Australia and New Zealand, 

Meeting was the final hurdle for Brit- 
ish based riders in the World Champion- 
ship chase, The top six point scorers 
qualified for the World Final to be held 
at Wembley on September 13, There they 
will be joined by the top tenpoint scorers 
from the European Final whichis sched- 
uled for Olching, West Germany on 
August 24. 

So although the title, the trophy and the 
glamour centered on one man at West 
Ham — Briggs the magnificent victor — 
there was also great interest in the rest 
of the scorers, 

The other qualifiers were Nigel Boo- 
cock (England), Ronnie Moore (New Zea- 
land), Ken McKinlay (Scotland), Ivan 
Mauger (New Zealand) and Howard Cole 
(England). Arnold Haley (England) sur- 
vived a three man run off for the re- 
serve berth. 

For Briggs, five times a world cham- 
pion and second in the great event last 
year after a heartbreaking run of bad 
luck, it was a triumphant return to the 
winner’s dias, He was ina class of his 
own this night, Only one man was fancied 
as a serious challenger and that was 
fellow countryman Ivan Mauger. When 
they clashed, however, Briggs was clear- 
ly the master, 

Mauger caused a sensation in the very 
first heat when he trailed in last, The 
current world champ missed the gate and 
had to be content with eating the dust of 
the other three riders for four laps, It 
was almost unbelievable. Ivan was very 
much a pre-race favorite and here he 
was giving second best to riders a shade 
below his calibre, 

Ivan made no mistakes in his next 
three outings though, With incredible 
anticipation he was first away from the 
starting tapes and that was that, The 
others had no chance of catching him. 
In his fifth and final ride he met Briggs 
which cuased him to drop another point, 

The third Kiwi to qualify was Ronnie 
Moore. Twice a world champion — in 
1954 and 1959 — Moore was in fine fettle 
and utimately contested a run off with 
England captain Nigel.Boocock for second 
place. They had tied with 13 points 
apiece, Moore giving second best only 
to Briggs and Mauger. 

It was great to see Ronnie do so well, 
He retired from British speedway at the

end of the 1963 season following a bad 
leg injury. He then returned to New 
Zealand and re-commenced his “ Wall of 
Death’’ act at county fairs, For a while 
it seemed he had lost all interest in 
speedway. Then, gradually, he came back 
into the sport, riding now and again ‘for 
the fun of it’ in minor meetings in the 
Shaky Isles, 

Came 1969 and the London club, Wim- 
bledon, persuaded him to have another 
crack at English speedway. Everyone was 
curious to see whether the old magic was 
still there. All eyes were on Moore, 

He has not disappointed, The perfor- 
mance at West Ham amply illustrated his 
remarkable ‘‘natural’’ ability and showed 
that he has every chance of once again 
lifting the world crown come September 
13. 

In a field dominated by Englsihman, 
Nigel Boocock was the most outstanding. 
Nigel is now rated as England’s leading 
rider and he confirmed this opinion with

a sparkling 13 points, In the run off for 
second place he defeated Moore nar- 
rowly,. 

Boocock looked quite sharp, had bags 
of power and the ability to use. 

The remaining two places in the Final 
went to Scotsman Ken McKinlay and 
Englishman Howard Cole, Both were 
shock qualifiers, Neither were really 
expected to get through at the expense of 
several more fancied competitors, But 
speedway is an unpredictable sport.

McKinlay, the veteran of nearly twenty 
continuous years of_racing, has had a 
disastrous season to date, He has fought 
off several worrying ligament injuries 
and only returned to action one week 
prior to the British Final. 

Mac proved he still has what it takes 
and indulged in two or three exciting 
scraps with much younger and fitter 
riders, Showing fierce determination, 
Ken used all the skill acquired over the 
years to tome from behind in most of 
his rides, 

McKinlay was one of two Scotsmen in 
the line up, The other, youthful Jim 
McMillan, failed to come to grips with 
the circuit and could manage only four 
Points, 

Biggest surprise, however, came with 
the qualification of Cole, The bearded 
Englishman rode exceedingly well to 
notch nine points, Although still in his 
twenties, Cole has been riding for quite 
a few years now and he has three sum- 
mer season in New Zealand under his 
belt, This has undoubtedly been his best 
year to date and it will be his very first 
world final appearance. 

Australia was represented by Garry 
Middleton and Charlie Monk, Not since 
1963 has there been a Kangaroo in the 
world final and now another year will 
have to tick by before the Land of Sun- 
shine can have a further crack at the 
“Big One”. 

Monk just wasn't in touch with the big 
guns while Middleton just missed out, 
His was the real hard luck story of the 
meeting. 

After four rides he had managed eight 
points, All he needed was a third from his 


next outing and he would have qualified. 
Instead he broke the tapes at the startof 
the race and was excluded from 
the re-run, 

Middleton exploded. Angrily he pro- 
tested to the referee controlling the 
meeting. He wouldn’t give in without a 
fight. And who could blame him, Here 
was his chance of a lifetime going down 
the drain, 

In the end it was to no avail, The race 
was started with only three riders, Then, 
suddenly onto the track came Middleton, 
He started his bike and chased crazily 
after the pack, Naturally he finished quite 
a distance behind but at least he satis- 
fied himself, 

A reprimand from the referee followed 
and it is likely the matter will not rest 
there, 

He didn’t make Wembley but at least 
the fans were sympathetic to his cause, 

Earlier in the meeting Middleton gain- 
ed a public commendation for brilliantly 
saving the life of another competitor ina 
crash, Martin Ashby fell directly in his 
path and the young Aussie ‘‘dropped’’ his 
bike on the proverbial sixpence, That is 
to say, he deliberately fell from his ma- 
chine and slid along the track so as to 
miss Ashby. It was a great piece of rid- 
ing.
